After the woman had left the 
store she heard a pistol shot. The 
bullet went wild. Ziegler states that 
before Lapham shot at him, he yelled: 
"Get your gun; one of us is going to 
die". Ziegler, it is said, made no move 
(o stop the aibnsive flow of language 
which Lapham poured upon him and 
alleges that Lapham was under the 
influence of liquor at the time. In a 
tussel 'which followed, Ziegler got 
away and hid until after Lapham was 
arrested.

DISHES OF CURRY. 


Dishes of curry are like the Mttlo 


girl with the curl, "when they are- 


good t h e y ara 
very, very good. 
(If you like cur- 
ry) a n d w h e n 
they are bad they 
are horrid." 


One t h i n g Is 


best b o r n e In 
mind when using 


curry and that Is to cook It with the 
ingredients of the dish, when possible. 


In the Orient there are forty or more 


ways of preparing curry powder and 
only there do we get the perfection 
of the dish. 


Curry is like mincemeat and fruit 


cake—we like the kind we have been 
accustomed to use. 


Curry of Succotash.—Take two cup- 


fuls each of fresh lima beans and 
cooked corn, or two cans of each; heat 
until hot and heap, after seasoning 
with salt, pepper and butter on a flat 
dish; cover with curry sauce and serve 
with potato croquettes, or banked 
mashed potatoes and chutney sauce. 


Curry Sauce.—Simmer In two table- 


spoonfuls of butter, one large onion, 
finely minced, then add one tart apple, 
chopped ; cook three minutes; then add 
one-half cupful of highly-seasoned veg- 
etable stock or water and cook gent- 
ly for five minutes; add another half 
cupful of stock and one cupful of milk, 
into which one dessert spoonful of 
curry has been stirred; let all boll up 
once, then press through a sieve, press- 
ing well to get the Juices; return to 
the fire and thicken with a tablespoon- 
ful of butter and flour for every cup- 
ful of liquid. Stir until It thickens a?dl 
add salt before serving. This makes 
a mild curry sauce. 


Chicken Curry.—Cut up a plump 


young bird and fry brown In olive oil. 
Remove from the frying pan and place 
in the t>ven. Mix .together two table- 
spoonfuls each of flour and curry pow- 
der, then add gradually one cupful of 
stock. Fry two sliced onions In the 
hot fat, add the prepared stock, cook 
five minutes, then turn in the chicken. 
Cover and allow to simmer fifteen 
minutes. Serve hot with boiled sea- 
Boned rice. 
If the sauce seems too 


thick, add more of the stock.

mer slowly for two hours or longer, 
depending upon the age of the fowl. 
Season well when half cooked and 
add a cupful of corn or more. 
The 


fresh corn, cut from the cob, is best, 
but canned will do. Serve the chicken 
with corn and gravy poured around It. 


Stuffed Onions.—Parboil large-sized 


onions, taka out the centers, leaving a 
cavity to hold the filling. Chop the 
onion, which was taken from the cen- 
ter, mis with cold sausage meat or 
bacon and bread crumbs with season* 
Ings. Fill the centers, pour around, 
add good beef broth or add water and 
butter. Bake until the onions are ten- 
der, basting occasionally. Cover with 
a spoonful of buttered crumbs and 
brown Just before serving. 


Tomato Custard.—Pat into a but* 


tared baking dish one pint of canned 
tomatoes, one teaspoonful 
of sugar, 


one tablespoonful of scraped onion, 
one-fourth cupful of fine soft bread 
crumbs. Beat four eggs slightly, add 
one-half teaspoonful of salt, one tea- 
spoonful of sugar and one and one- 
half cnpfuls of hot milk. Pour It over 
the tomatoes and bake 10 a moder- 
ate oven until the custard la net

DIRECTS RESCUERS 


Railroad Man Pinned Under En- 


gine While Workers Seek to 


Release Him. 


Churclivllle, N. Y.-—Dying and held 


beneath a heavy freight engine which 
had toppled Into a ditch here, wreck- 
ing locomotive and freight train of 88 
cars, Michael Gerber, fifty years old, a 
New 
York 
Central 
engineer, 
of 


Newark, N. Y., directed his rescuers 
for more than four hours, while a 
physician gave medical aid and the 
Rev. Philip Holding, of Churchville, 


Directed His Rescuers. 


administered the last rites of his 
church. Gerber was finally rescued by 
members of a wrecking crew through 
the heavy steel mass that held him 
prisoner. HP died soon afterward. 


Throughout the slow process of his 


rescuers cutting through the wreckage, 
the doomed engineer summoned all his 
energy to hold the heavy door of the 
fire box from 
swinging open and 


emptying its hot coals upon him. Es- 
caping steam made the work of the 
rescue crew hazardous. The position 
of the man beneath the engine made It 
impossible to use a hoisting crane to 
lift the wreck due to the danger of 
the fire falling on Gerber. 


The engineer collapsed just as the 


men completed their task of cutting 
(heir -way to him. HP was taken to 
a hospital in Rochester, where he died 
within a few hours. Both his legs 
were crushed, and in addition he suf- 
fpred deep lucprntions to the head and 
icalp and was badly scalded. 


Gerber was pilot of the first of two 


engines hauling a freight train of 88 
ours. The tniin was nearing Church- 
ville at moderate speed Avhen It ran 
into an open switch, it is said, throw- 
ing the first engine and six cars Into 
the ditch.

Many communities both- 
ered by venomous snakes are request- 
ing some of this chemical to rid oth- 
er sections of rattlers.

Early In his experience as a photog- 


rapher, said Mr. Willard, he was work- 
Ing in a big establishment in the East 
which made a specialty of retouching 
and reprinting old photographs or 
chromos. 


One day a middle-aged Irish woman 


came to the shop. 


She had been married recently, she 


said, to an Irish ward politician whose 
first wife had been dead for some 
years. The present wife was excitable 
and "high strung." All efforts to get 
a good picture of her husband had 
met with 111 fortune, she complained. 
What she wanted was a copy of an 
earlier photograph of her husband. 


Arm Around Bride's Neck. 


There was one drawback. The early 


photograph was taken shortly after 
her husband had been married the first 
time. His arm was about his bride's 
neck. 


She explained that she wanted the 


bride removed, her husband's hand 
brought back in front of him, with no 
suggestion of enfolding another woman 
in its embrace.

EARLY GAME REPORTS 


That there were more hunters in the 


mountains during the deer season this 
year than ever before and not a fatal 
accident is a striking feature. Game 
Protector Leo Bushman, of Adams 
county, and his deputies, Levi C. Ep- 
pley, Granite; H. A. Bucher, Cash- 
town, and William Plemming. Hunt- 
erstown, are now preparing their es- 
timate of the deer killed in the 1921 
season. As there were more hunters 
afield so were there more deer, game 
officials declare, and there were more 
killed' in this section than any of the 
last ten years. Mr. Bushman in a 
preliminary estimate said the total 
kill of bucks in Adams, Franklin and 
Cumberland counties would be over 
600, nearly 200 more than were brot 
down in 1920. It is estimated that 
1GO bucks were taken from the moun- 
tains in Adams county, 210 in Frank- 
lin and 200 in Cumberland. Early es- 
timates for the entire state indicates 
that more than 4,000 bucks were kill- 
ed in the 15 days. Altho there were 
more hunters and many of them out 
for the first time fewer does were kill- 
ed. Only nine of these animals were 
!ound killed in this county. In each 
case it has been impossible so far to 
discover the guilty hunter. 
Estimates 


now being prepared by Mr. Bushman 
ndicate that approximately 
30,000 


rabbits were killed m the county dur- 
ng the season which started Novem- 
ber 1 and closed December 15. This 
s probably the largest rabbit kill ever 
•eported from Adams. Reports will 
also be made of the kill of other game.

feature, the domestic and social fea- 
tures of the festival date bn< k to very 
ouily times, at anj rate, to tunes that 
aie early in our hlstorj 


For conlmies Chmtmns has been 


pre-eminently a season of home-gath- 
ering, when absent ones return and 
(he family circle is once more-corn- 


pieteu, or an neerly completed as the 
changes and chances of life make pos- 
sible. 
With homecoming was aiutoel- 


nted good cheer, and so Christmas 
came to be a season of feasting and 
merrymaking. 


In England during the Middle ages, 


and for many generations after the 
Middle ages bad closed, the Christ- 
mas season, which Included at least 
a whole week, and llturglcally 40 days, 
was given over to merrymaking of 
various kinds, some of which have 
gone the way of many of the customs 
of our forefathers.

Our 
year is an artificial one, and so must 
be made by careful study in well 
equipped observatories.

cise instruments if would be difficult 
to fix the day when the new year be- 
gins. 


The ancient Egyptians experienced 


no such difficulty. 
Their year, from 


which ours is derived, had a perfectly 
natural beginning. 
It always com- 


menced on the day when Sirius and 
the sun rose together. 


The temples of Egypt were really 


observatories, built to face this or that 
star as it rose. 
They were more or 


less elaborate, but all had as tj 
fundamental plan a long narrow j 
sage down which the star's rays came, 
and a dark chamber at the far end 
where the priest made the observa- 
tion and where the image was kept. 


The beginning of the new year was 


an important event. We can picture 
the scene as the priests, followed by 
the scribes, lawyer*, merchants, and 
the curious crowd, wind their way up 
to the temple in the first streaks of 
dawn, and take -their appointed places. 
As daylight comes on the interest of 
everyone is centered on two groups. 


The priests on the roof are strain- 


ing their eyes for the first glimpse of 
the coming sun, while those down in 
the dark chamber are watching for 
Sirius. Soldiers are stationed around 
the temple to keep the crowd silent 
and to prevent stragglers from cross- 
ing the path of the star's rays in front 
of the temple door at the critical 
moment. 


A shout bursts from those on the 


roof as the sun tops tlie horizon. The 
observers below watch their water 
clocks carefully now as the minutes 
are told off, and strain their eyes at 
the narrow opening where Sirius is to 
shine. In a few moments Sirius itself 
flashes into view, and the new year 
has begun. 


The Egyptians discovered that the 


year has an extra quarter of a day in 
it. They did it by noting that on some 
years Sirius and the Sun rose almost 
together, while on others there was an 
appreciable difference in time, and that 
these changes repeated 
themselves 


every five years. 
They found the 


length of the year to within 11' minutes 
of its true value, which was a remark- 
able thing to do with the primitive ap- 
pliances they had at hand.

Fifty-nine more bucks were killed in 


Adams county this year than in 1920, 
according to reports compiled by 
« m e Warden Bushman for the State 
Game Commission. One hundred and 
eventy-one legal bucks were killed 
during the season as compared with 
12 reported last year. Two illegal 
pike bucks were killed last year and 
does, while 3 baby bucks and 9 does 


were shot in the county in 1921. Of 
he bucks killed this year 31 were 
spikes, 52 were 2-prong, 30 3-prong, 
U 4-prong and the remainder rang- 
ng up to 13-prongs. The buck with 
.he largest number of prongs, 13, was 
shot by Harry Beamer, Arendtsville.

Curry Is like mincemeat and fruit 
cakc—wo like tho kind wo have been 
accustomed to use. 


Curry of Succotash,—Take two cup- 
fuls each of fresh lima beans 
and 
cooked corn, or twi» cans of each; heat 
until hot and heap, after seasoning 
with salt, popper and butter on a flat 
dish; cover with curry sauce and sor\'e 
with 
potato 
croQUOttos. 
or 
banked 
mashed potatoes and chutney sauoo. 


Curry Sauce.—Simmer In two table- 
Rpt)onfuls of butter, ono largo onion, 
finely minced, then add one tart apple, 
chopped; cook throe minutes; then mid 
one-half oupful of highly-seasoned veg- 
etable stock or water and cook gent- 
ly for five minutes; add another half 
cupful of stock and ono cupful of milk, 
Into which one dessert spoonful of 
curry has boon stirred; let all boll up 
once, then press through a sieve, press- 
ing well to get the juices; return to 
the fire and thicken with a tablespoon- 
ful of butter and fiour for every cup- 
ful of liquid. Stir until It thickjOns and 
add salt before serving. 
This makes 
a mild curry sauce.

Curry.—Cut

young bird and fry brown In olive oil.

Franklin and 
Cumberland counties would be over 
500, nearly 200 more than were brot 
down in 1020. Tt is estimated that 
IGO bucks were taken from tho moun- 
tains in Adams county, 210 in Frank- 
lin and 200 in Cumberland. 
Early es- 
timates for the entire state indicates 
that more than 4,000 bucks were kill- 
ed in the 15 days. 
Altho there were 
more hunters and mn.ny of them out 
for tho first time fewer does were kill- 
ed. 
Only nine of these animals wore 
found killed in this county. 
In each 
case it hasi been impossible so far to 
dîBcovcr the guilty hunter.
